Dr. K. Cuyler Hammond, 
spokesman for the American 
Cancer .Society, testified that 
in his opinion, “ the evidence 
is overwhelming ” that ciga­ 
rette smoking is one cause 
of lung cancer.

WASHINGTON—One of the m ost skillful job.s 
of S enate m aneuverin g in years ha.s b*’en done 
by Sen, Dick Russell of Georgia and southern

com e close to arran g in g p rivate deals by whi( h 
they should win about 90 p er cent of their p oints. 


Southern leaders still have two op p onents. 
V ice-President Nixon on one side, and an e m ­ 
battled group of northern liberals led by Sen 
P aul Douglas of Illinois on the other 
Nixon, who sees the huge bloc of .Negro votes 
alm ost within R ep ublican grasp , is determ ined 
that there be no throw-away on civil right.. 
,\s 
a result, he has aroused the undying enm ity 
of southern senators. 
They s« y p rivately that 
they can get along with Nixon's fellow Cali­ 
fornian. Bill Knowland. Only last .lam iary Know- 
land voted wPh th em on the ending of fili­ 
busters, and they exp ect him to com p rom ise 
now.
